DISTRICT NO. 1. 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, George J. Paige. 

TEACHERS, First Term, Miss Susie J. Goodhue, of Fremont; 
Second and Third Terms, Jacob T. Choate, of Amesbury, Mass. 
Money appropriated, $260.96. Length of school, 36 weeks. 

This school under the instruction of Miss Goodhue made some 
progress. The teacher having passed a fair examination, received 
a certificate and entered upon her task with a desire to give sat- 
isfaction. She tried to do her duty faithfully in her school, 
strove for good order and perfect lessons, but sometimes failed 
to accomplish all that might reasonably have been expected as 
the result of her labors. Mr. Choate, a graduate of the Ames- 
bury High School, was untiring in his efforts for the improve- 
ment of the school. At the suggestion of the committee he re- 
duced the number of classes from thirty-two to sixteen, the re- 
duction enabling him to give much more time to each class. 
The exercises heard during the several visits of the Committee 
evinced thorough instruction and close application, and most of 
the pupils, we are confident, will look back upon the season as 
one of both pleasure and profit. The exhibition at the close of 
the school was an interesting occasion. The large company in 
attendance were well pleased with the entertainment given by 
teacher, pupils and assisting friends. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, Moses J. Eaton. 
TEACHER, Miss Ellen J. Towle, of Kingston. 
Money appropriated. $199.24. Length of school, 32 weeks. 
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The Prudential Committee was fortunate in procuring the ser- 
vices of a first-class teacher. Having graduated at Mt. Holyoke 
Seminary, and having served acceptably as assistant in the Sem- 
inary at Doyleston, Pa., Miss Towle commenced her duties here 
with the advantages resulting from a complete course of study 
and valuable experience as a teacher. The facility with which 
she could interest and govern her pupils also added greatly to 
her efficiency as an instructress. Those under her charge were 
made to feel that it was for theif interest to obey, and they soon 
looked upon the obligation as a pleasure as well as a duty. The 
examination was highly satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, Edmund B. Bartlett. 
* TEACHER, Miss Nellie M. Bartlett, of this town. 
Money appropriated, $109.48. Length of school, 27 weeks. 
This was Miss Bartlett’s first school. The Committee found 
good order in the school whenever he visited it, and some pro- 
gress was made in the several branches. 


For the first time in the history of our town the study of Latin 
has been introduced into our district schools. This was allowed 
by your Committee for three reasons : 

1. The teachers of the schools in which that study was pur- 
sued were well qualified to teach it. 

2. Some of the advanced pupils, who were desirous of entering 
a higher course of study than that ordinarily pursued in our 
schools, were ready to take up that branch. 

3. The General Laws authorize the study of higher branches 
when in the judgment of the School Committee “it shall be 
proper.” 

Your Committee would not approve, however, of substituting 
Latin, or any other higher branch, for the Arithmetic or the 
Spelling-book. If an advanced pupil can spend the time and 
money sufficient to enable him to complete a higher course, we 
see no objection to his commencing that course in the district 


13 
school. But if his school privileges are to be limited, if he has 
but one or two terms to give to a dead language, let him by all 
means learn to read and to write, to spell and to cipher. 

Cornell’s Geographies, having been for a long time in use in 
the schools, were exchanged for Harper's, and we think with 
profit to the pupils. 

As authorized by the Legislature at the last session, the Super- 
intending School Committee and Selectmen purchased three 
copies of the Map of New Hampshire, for the use of the schools 
of the town.
